Important Statements in the Brit- 


ish House of Commons, 


LONDON, Feb. 12.—The Prince of Wales, 


the Duke of York, the Duke of Connaught, 
th» Marquis of Salisbury and other dis- 
tinguished personages were- among those 
present in She house of lords during the 
reading of the queen's speech. The Prin- 
cess of Wales was in the peeresses' gallery, 
and there were a large number of ladies 
in the side galleries. 


In the debate which followed Sir Will- 


iam Vernon Harcourt said he was rejoiced 
at the paragraph in the queen's speech with 
regard to Venezuela, as it held out the 
hope that the question would be settled at 
an early data. He added that no words 
that could impede such a settlement would 
fall from him. 


This remark was greeted with loud 


cheers, as it disposes of the report that the 
Liberal leaders had determined to make 
on attack upon the government's policy in 
regard to Venezuela. 


Continuing, Sir William said that mis- 


Rnderstandiugs both in England and the 
United States existed and had caused ruf- 
fled feelings on both sides. The idea that 
America and Great Britain disputed the 
question of Monroeism was nothing now or 
extraordinary. Monroeism,he asserted,was 
not a principle of international law. but 
one of national policy to which the Amer- 
icans have a traditional and passionate at- 
tachment, and it was the same doctrine 
by virtue of which Great Britain had in- 
terfered in various states when her inter- 
est* were affected. He proceeded: 


"I am in entire accord,with Lord Salis- 


bury when he says the United States have 
a perfect right to interpose in auy contro- 
versy by which their own Interests are af- 
fected, and they are entitled to judge 
whether their interests are affected and in 
•what measure they shall be sustained. 
That is a general doctrine upon which all 
states act. Upon this is founded the bal- 
ance of power, and upon that ground Great 
Britain interposed in Belgium, Greece, 
Turkey any many other placss. The Mon- 
roe doctrine is not an extension of this 
principle. It is a limitation of what other 
states claim to exercise everywhere. 
«""Hit Is proved that the rights of Tone- 
xuela have not been invaded by Great 
Britain t ~e United States of America will 
have no atose ior complaint. If we have 
occupied territory to which we have no 
title we musfc not make any pretense to 
maintain that occupation. 


Turning to Armenia, Sir William said: 


"The referencs to the subject in the 
queen's speech is disappointing. 
These 


•rimes are matters for our special concern 
as we are parties to the guarantee of the 
powers. Under the Cyprus convention 
Great Britain specially covenants to de- 
fend Turkey in Asia, in return for which 
Turkey covenants to protect theCbristians 
in Armenia. The support we have given 
Turkey was conditional upon the coven- 
ants which the sultan has foully broken." 


Sir William Harcourt described Lord 


Salisbury's recent speech on the subject of 
Armenia as an "unparalelled confession of 
diplomatic insolvency and national impo- 
tence." 


In replying to Sir William, Hon. A. J. 


Balfour, first lord of the treasury and Con- 
servative leader of the house, declared that 
the government would furnish the Amer- 
ican Venezuelan commissioners "all the 
information we are able to give at the 
earliest possible moment." Mr. Balfour 
pointed out the impossibility of individual 
action on the part of Great Britain in 
dealing with Turkey. 


Lord Rosebary criticized the govern- 


ment's policy, and Prime Minister Salis- 
bury was loudly greeted when he rose to 
reply. Speaking of Venczuela,he said: 


"I do not think that the invoking of the 


Monroe doctrine was controversially quite 
unnecessary for the United States. Con- 
sidering the position of Venezuela in the 
Carribean sea, it was no more unnatural 
that the United States should take an in- 
terest in it than we should feel an interest 
in Holland and Belgium, and from that 
point of view I trust the negotiations will 
continue. 


"1 do not. like to go further into a ques- 


tion obviously undesirable to state in the 
condition of negotiations at present, but 
lhave had an increasing belief during the 
past few weeks that vre bhail perhaps find 
come satisfactory settlement, and all dan- 
ger of a rupture of relations between the 
two nations be entirely removed. I think 
we are rightly relying upon the question 
of arbitration." 


This morning's Times publishes the cor- 


respondence between Ambassador Bayard 
and Lord Salisbury, iu which the British 
premier agrees to submit to the American 
Venezuelan commission the documentary 
evidence supporting England's claims.

WILLIAM H. ENGLISH DEAD. 


llancook'* Running Mat* in the Presiden- 


tial CainpaiKn of 188°- 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 8.—William H. En- 


plish, who in 18SO was the Democratic can- 
didate for vice president on the ticket with 
General Hancock, died'at his rooms in the 
Hotel English yesterday noon, aged 73. 
The end came gradually and peacefully. 


William H. English was born in Scott 


county, Ind., his father being a pioneer of 
the Hoosier state. He was educated in the 
common schools and studied law at Han- 
over college. He was practicing in the 
United States supreme court before he 
was 23 years old. After holding several 
minor public offices he was, in 1852, elected 
to congress. He served nine years, and in 
1861 resigned his seat to engaga in the 
banking business. 


Mr. English dropped entirely from pub- 


lic gaze after his defeat as running mate 
with General Hancock. Since then ho de- 
voted all his leisure to writing a history 
of Indiana, which is about completed. He 
travelled around occasionally, gathering 
documents for his history, and he is said 
to have spent $50,000 for the purchase of 
papers to aid him in his work. His fortune 
is estimated at $5,000,000. 


HASTINGS JS_FOR QUAY. 


Pennsylvania's Governor Favors the Sena- 


tor's Presidential Candidacy. 


HAERISBURO, Feb. 12.—State Treasurer- 


elect Haywood returned to Harrisburg 
from Washington yesterday, and when 
asked concerning the interview in which 
he declares that Quay will receive the 
support of the Republican state leaders for 
president, said: "Senator Quay's name 
will ha presented to the next national 
convention for president, and he will be 
nominated and elected surely. This was 
agreed upon by a conference of all the 
prominent leaders in Washington last 
week, and they were unanimous. Noth- 
ing will change this determination." 


Governor Hastings last night gave out 


the following statement relative to Sena- 
tor Quay's candidacy for the presidency: 
"I am for Quay if ha is a candidate. Some 
time ago, but since the state convention 
last August, Quay assured me that if I 
desired the vote of the delegation from 
Pennsylvania at the next national conven- 
tion he would be for me. This I declined. 
I knew there was no show for my nomina- 
tion, and was not hunting for compli- 
ments. Senator Quay's candidacy would 
reunite the party on broad and lasting 
foundations."

Bix hundred and forty bids for $558,239,830 
worth of bonds. Such is the tremendous 
total of the subscriptions opened at the 
treasury department yesterday, in accord- 
ance with the terms of the call issued a 
month ago inviting proposals for $100,000,- 
000 of United States 4 per cent, bonds to 
run for thirty years from Feb. 1, 1895. 
These figures do not include about f 130,- 
000,000 of "crank" bids rejected as bogus. 
The J. P. Morgan syndicate wanted the 
whole loan at 110.6877. The awards give 
that syndicate $33,211,350 of the issue, 
while $68,788,650 goes to higher bidders. 


Says Edison-Cannot Photograph the Brain

cuse university, under the direction of 
Professor Eugene Haanel, successful pho- 
tographs are being made with X rays of 
light.

Doctor Haanel covers the sensitive dry 
plate with black paper to protect it from 
daylight and reduce exposure.

Iti Great Britain this result was ac- 
complished chiefly by a co-operating 
committee, appointed by the American 
Committee, "W. Evans Darby, LL.D., 
being its Chairman. 
A number of 


men in Great Britain and Ireland, 
prominent ia church or State, have 
associated themselves with this com- 
mittee. To secure the co-operation 
of the churches on the Continent, the 
Executive. Committee ''commissioned 
Dr. Darby. A recent letter from him 
to Dr. W. A, Campbell, the Chairman 
of the Executive Committee, reports 
gratifying progress among the Protes- 
tant churches. Of more importance 
though, in Boman Catholic countries, 
Dr. Darby wrote, should be tho effort 
to secure the co-operation of tba 
church. 
To this end he .suggested 


that the aid of Cardinal Gibbons or of 
Cardinal Ireland should be obtained.

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Important Statements in the Brit­ 
ish House of Commons. 


L ondon, Fob. 12.—'Tlio PHnceof Wales, 
theDukoof York, tho Dukoof Connaught, 
the Marquis of Salisbury and other dis­ 
tinguished personages were- among those 
present in fclio house of lords during tho 
reading of tho queen’s speech, Tho Prin­ 
cess of Wales was in tho peeresses* gallery, 
and there wero a large number of ladies 
in tho side gallerios. 


In tho debato which followed Sir Will­ 
iam Vernon Harcourt said ho was rejoiced 
at the paragraph in tho queen's speech with 
regard to Venezuola, as it held out tho 
hope that) the question would bo settled at 
on early date. Ho added that no words 
that could impede such a settlement would 
fall from him. 


This remark was greeted with loud 
cheers, as it disposes of tho report that tho 
Liberal leaders had determined to mako 
an attack upon the government1» policy in 
regard to Venezuela. 


Continuing, Sir William said that mis­ 
understandings both in England and tho 
United States oxistod and had causod ruf­ 
fled feelings on both sides. The idea that 
America and Great Britain disputed the 
question of Monroeism was nothing now or 
extraordinary. Monroeism, he asserted, was 
not a principle of international law. but 
one of national policy to which the Amer­ 
icans have a traditional and passionate at­ 
tachment, and it was the same doctrine 
by virtue of which Great Britain had in­ 
terfered in various states when her inter­ 
ests were affected. He proceeded: 


“I am in entire accord with Lord Salis­ 
bury when he says the United States havo 
a perfect right to interpose in any contro­ 
versy by which their own interests are af­ 
fected, and they are entitled to judge 
whether their interests are affected and in 
what measuro they shall be sustained. 
That is a general doctrine upon which all 
states act. Upon this is founded the bal­ 
ance of power, and upon that ground Great 
Britain interposed in Belgium, Greece, 
Turkey any many other places. Tho Mon­ 
roe doctrine is not an extension of this 
principle. It is a limitation of what other 
states claim to exercise everywhere. 
**“lf it is proved that tho rights of Vene­ 
zuela have not been invaded by Great 
Britain t \o United Stafcos of America will 
have no cause for complaint. If we havo 
occupied territory to which wo have no 
title we must uot mako any pretense to 
maintain that occupation. 


Turning to Armenia, Sir William said: 
“The reference to tho subject in the 
queen’s speech is disappointing. 
These 
•rimes are matters for our special concern 
as we are parties to the guarantee of the 
powers. Undor tho Cyprus convention 
Great Britain specially covenants to de­ 
fend Turkey in Asia, in return for which 
Turkey covenants to protect tho Christians 
in Armenia. The support we have given 
Turkey was conditional upon tho coven­ 
ants which the sultan has foully broken.*1 
Sir William Harcourt described Lord 
Salisbury's rocent speech on tho subject of 
Armenia as an “unparalellod confession of 
diplomatic insolvency and national impo­ 
tence.” 


In replying to Sir William, Hon. A. J. 
Balfour, first lord of the treasury find Con­ 
servative leader of the house, declared that 
the government would furnish tho Amer­ 
ican Venezuelan commissioners “all the 
information we are ablo to give at tho 
earliest possible moment.” Mr. Balfour 
pointed out tho impossibility of individual 
action on tho part of Groat Britain in 
dealing with Turkey. 


Lord Rosebery criticized the governr 
ment's policy, and Prime Minister Salis* 
bury was loudly greeted when ho rose to 
reply. Speaking of Venezuela.he said: 


“1 do not think that the invoking of tho 
Monroe doctrine was controversially quito 
unnecessary for the United States. Con­ 
sidering tho position of Venezuela in tho 
Carribean sea, it was no more unnatural 
that the United States should take an in­ 
terest in it than we should feel an interest 
in Holland and Belgium, and from that 
point of viow I trust the negotiations will 
continue. 


“1 do not like to go further into a ques­ 
tion obviously undesirable to state in the 
condition of negotiations at present, but 
I havo had an increasing belief during tho 
past few weeks that we shall perhaps find 
some satisfactory settlement, and all dan­ 
ger of a rupture of relations between tho 
two nations be entirely removed. I think 
we are rightly relying upon tho question 
of arbitration.” 


This morning’s Times publishes tho cor­ 
respondence between Ambassador Bayard 
and Lord Salisbury, in which the British 
premier agrees to submit to the American 
Venezuelan commission tho documentary 
evidence supporting England’s claims. 


S troudsburg, Pa., Feb. 10.—The flood 
at Mlnsi Ellen berger’s lumber yard wa* 
almost the scene of a double drowning.

I n d ia n a po l is, Feb. 8.—William H. E n ­ 
glish, who in 1880 was tho Democratic can­ 
didate for vice president on the ticket with 
General Hancock, died at his rooms in tho 
Hotel English yesterday noon, aged 73. 
The end came gradually and peacefully. 


William H. English was born in Scott 
county, Ind., his father being a pioneer of 
tho Hoosier state. He was educated in tho 
common schools and studied law at Han­ 
over college. Ho was practicing in tho 
United States supremo court boforo ho 
was 23 years old. Aftor holding several 
minor public offices ho was, in 1852, clectcd 
to congross. He sorved nine years, and in 
1801 rcsignod his soat to ongago in tho 
banking business. 


Mr. English dropped entirely from pub­ 
lic gazo after his defoat as running mato 
with General Hancock. Since then ho de­ 
voted all his leisure to writing a history 
of Indiana, which is about completed. Ho 
travelled around occasionally, gathering 
documents for his history, and ho is said 
to havo spent $50,000 for tho purchase of 
papers to aid him in his work. His fortune 
is estimatod at $5,000*000. 


HASTINGS IS FOR QUAY. 


Pennsylvania's Governor Favors the Sena­ 
to r’s Presidential Candidacy. 


H a r r isb u r g, Feb. 12.—State Treasurer- 
elect Haywood returned to Harrisburg 
from Washington yesterday, and when 
asked concerning the interview in which 
he declares that Quay will receive tho 
support of the Republican state leadors for 
president, said: “Senator Quay’s namo 
will bo presented to tho next national 
convention for president, and he will be 
nominated and electod surely. This was 
agreed upon by a conference of all tho 
prominent leaders in Washington last 
week, and they wero unanimous. Noth­ 
ing will change this determination.” 


Governor Hastings last night gave out 
the following statement relative to Sena­ 
tor Quay’s candidacy for the presidency: 
“I am for Quay if ho is a candidate. Some 
time ago, but since tho state convention 
last August, Quay assured me that if I 
desired the vote of the delegation from 
Pennsylvania at the next national conven­ 
tion he would bo for mo. This I declined. 
I knew there was no show for my nomina­ 
tion, and was not hunting for compli­ 
ments. Sonator Quay’s candidacy would 
reunite tho party on broad and lasting 
foundations.”

Doctor Haanol covers the sensitive dry 
plate with black paper to protect it from 
daylight and reduce exposure. He says 
that Edison cannot photograph the human 
brain, because it is transparent.

One of the professors in the university 
here assures me that he is convinced 
that every one of the students who 
attends his lectures has a revolver in 
his hip pocket. 
Weapons are often 


worn as much for ornaments as for 
protection or aggression. 
The cabal- 


lero with silver spurs and gay trap- 
pings who prances about on a frisky 
mule or Peruvian horse is not fully 
equipped without a brace of revolvers. 
The humbler fellows who trudge the 
country lanes afoot or on burros' 
backs take special pride in the knives 
they carry in fancy sheaths at their 
waists, and which are equally avail- 
able for cutting food or enemies. The 
far famed machete is so long that the 
most convenient way to carry it is in 
the hand. 
It is the most terrible 


weapon in war and is used for every 
possible purpose in times of peace, 
opening virgin forests, cutting down 
trees, digging and building. 


Human life is held very cheap in 


Venezuela, except by the law of the 
land in dealing with murderers. There 
is no capital punishment here, and a 
man who is caught red-handed in 
crime 
knows that 
the 
heaviest 


sentence that could be imposed on 
him is ten years' imprisonment. The 
worst cases, I am told, are sent to a 
prison in the marshy districts near 
the western frontier, where the man 
who survives his term is a phenomenon, 
and where two years is as much as 
most men can endure. 
Stabbing and 


shooting affrays are very common and 
rarely receive more attention than 
half a dozen lines in the local papers, 
in which sympathy is expressed for 
the relatives of the deceased. 


The proportion of men that one 


sees in the streets of Caracas who are 
minus an arm or a leg is greater by 
far than it was in the United States at 
the close of the Civil War. Com- 
paratively few of the cripples here 
were maimed in battle during the 
revolutions, most of them having been 
hurt in private brawls. 


The Vargas Hospital, in Caracas, is 


a large institution, admirably located 
on a hillside and excellently managed. 
No public building in Venezuela ia 
complete without a statue^and as one 
enters the main door of 'the hospital 
one sees in the central patio a statue 
of Vargas, who was, I believe, Presi- 
dent of the Republic at the time the 
hospital was founded. There are ten 
wards for women, all opening- on a 
long courtyard to the left of the en- 
trance, and as many for men on the 
other side. 


The tiny hack horses of Caracas are 


mainly skin and bones, and the driv- 
ers, like their prototypes all over the 
world, ehow them very little consider- 
ation. Besides the little native horses 
one sees in the streets many Peruvian 
horses, which are one size larger and 
are excellent for riding, and big Amer- 
ican horses in swell carriages. Burros 
Jar outnumber the horses, and mules 
are very common.

The office 
dogs bark to the colonial dogs, and the 
present occupant is an urchin with a 
black face, ,very bright eyes and -a 
beautiful set of teeth. In the street he 
looks like any other little fellow who 
does not keep his face particularly 
clean, but ia the Cathedral he is quits 
imposing in his long gown of dark pur- 
plish blue and his big white collar. He 
carries in his baud a stout whip, with 
a long, knotted lash, and he walks 
about with all the pride of a recrnit ia 
the army carrying a giao for the first 
time. He is quite expert, and loud 
yelps occasionally prove that his whip 
hurts.

Jjongrellow's "Hiawatha."

Cer- 
tain critics claimed that the Idea, form 
and magic treatment of the poem had 
been borrowed from a Scandinavian 
sage, and the implication greatly dis- 
turbed his publishers, and must have 
caused his sensitive spirit great pain. 
It partly eclipsed for a time the new

But the mystery of the 
poem Is simply solved. 
Longfellow 


desired to produce an epic that should 
be in sympathy with all that was most 
beautiful and noble In the vanishing 
Indian race. Abraham Le Fort, an On- 
ondaga chieftain, had furnished School- 
craft, the historian, much Indian lore 
and many mystic traditions, with cer- 
tain Indian vocabularies, in which the 
musical and unmusical sounds of many 
words indicated their meaning. These 
traditions and vocabularies made tbe 
work of the poet easy. One only needs 
to read Schoolcraft, to whom the poet 
acknowledged his indebtedness, to see 
how this monument to the Indian race, 
their only great literary memorial, was 
builded. 


; A Great Whistle. 


Warden Sage, of Sing Sing prison, 


Is having constructed an Immense and 
powerful steam whistle to be used to 
alarm officers and citizens In case of an 
escape, an uprising in the prison or flre. 
It will also signal the beginning of 
work In the shops in the morning and 
the shutting down at night. The whis- 
tle is known as a FItts patent twelve- 
Inch three-barred steam gong, and is 
the largest in use. It is composed oi' 
three cylindrical bells or barrels plac- 
ed one above the other. These barrels 
are fastened to the steam conductor, 
which passes through them. The entire 
whistle is eight feet in height, and, 
contrary to ordinary whistles, the bar- 
rels or resonators are inverted. Each 
barrel has a different tone, thus produc- 
ing a blended sound, without ear-split- 
ting effects. It is asserted that under 
favorable atmospheric conditions the 
whistle can be heard at a distance of 
thirty miles. Even under unfavorable 
circumstances the alarm should be 
heard seven to ten miles away.

Important Statements in the Brit- 
isli Hou^e of Commons. 


LONDON, Fob. 13.—Tho Pvlncoof Wales. 
theDulvOof York, tho Dukoof Conuaufcht, 
ihw Marquis of Salisbury and othor dis- 
tinguished ]xirsonaii03 wero- among those 
present iu fcho house of lords duriuff tho 
reading of the quceu's speech. 
Tho Prlu- 
COM of Wales wai lu tho peorcsso»' gallery, 
and thtíro were a large niiuiber of ladles 
iu tho side galleries. 


In tho debato which followed Sir Will- 
lam Vernon Harcourt said ho was rejoieod 
at the paragraph in tho queou*s speech with 
regard to Venezuela, as it held out tho 
hope thati the question would bo settled at 
nn early date. Ho added that no words 
that could impede such a settlement would 
fall from him. 


This remark -was greeted with loud 
cheers, as it disposes of tho report that tho 
Liberal leaders had determined to mako 
an attack upon the government's policy In 
regard to Venezuela. 


Continuing, Sir William said that mis- 
lindor9taudiiig.s both in England and tho 
United States existed and had caused ruf- 
fled feelings on both sides. Tho idea that 
America and Great Britain disputed the 
question-of Monroeism was nothing now or 
extraordinary. Monroeism, ho asserted, was 
not a principle of International law, but 
one of national policy to which tho Amor- 
Icans hare a traditional and passionate at- 
taohment, and it was tho eamo doctrino 
by Ylrtuo of which Great Britain had in- 
terfered in various states when her inter- 
ests were affected. Ho proceeded: 


"I am in entire accord with Lord Salis- 
bury when ho says the United States have 
a perfect right to interpose in any contro- 
versy by v/hich their own interests aro af- 
fected, and they avo entitled to judgo 
whether their interests are affected and in 
what measure they shall be sustained. 
That is a general doctrino upon which all 
states act. 
Upon this is founded the bal- 
ance of power, and upon that ground Great 
Britain interposed in Belgium, Greece, 
Turkey any many other places. Tho Mon- 
roo doctrine is not an extension of this 
principle. It is a limitation of what other 
states claim to exeroiso overy where. 


it Is proved that tho rights of Vene- 
suela havG not been invaded by Great 
Britain t ^o United States of America will 
have nu cau-se for complaint. If we have 
occupied territory to which wo have no 
title wo must not mako any pretense to 
maintain that occupation. 


Turning to Armenia, Sir William said: 
"The referenco to the 
subject in 
the 
queen's speech is disappointing. 
These 
srimes are matters fur our special concern 
as we are parties to the guarantee of the 
powers. Under 
tho Cyprus convention 
Great Britain specially covenants to de- 
fend Turkey in Asia, in return for which 
Turkey covenants to protect tho-Christians 
in Armenia. Tho support we have given 
Turkey was conditional upon tho coven- 
ants which the sultan has foully broken," 


Sir William Harcourt described Lord 
Salisbury's recent speech on tho subj/ict of 
Armenia as an "unparalellod confession of 
diplomatic insolvency and national impo- 
tence," 


In replying to Sir William, Hon. A. J. 
Balfoui', fli'sc lord of the treasury iind Con- 
servative leader of the house, declared that 
the government would furnish tho Amer- 
ican Venezuelan cojumlssionors "all the 
information we are able to glvo at tho 
earliest possible moment." 
Mr. Balfour 
pointed out tho impos«ibility of individual 
action on tho part of Groat Britain in 
dealing with Turkey. 


Lord Rosebery criticized the governt- 
ment's policy, and Prime Minister Sails- 
bury was loudly greeted when ho rose to 
reply, Speakiui; of Venezuela.he said: 


do not think that the invoking of tho 
Monroe doctrine was controversialiy quite 
unneces.sary for the United States, 
Con- 
sidering tho position of Venezuela in tho 
Carribean sea, it was no more unnatural 
that the United States should take an in- 
terest iu it than we ehould feel an interest 
in Holland iuid Belgium, and from that 
point of viow 1 trust the negotiations will 
continue.

tion obviouHly undutíirable to state iu the 
condition of negotiatiuns at present, but 
lhavo had an Increasing belief during tho 
past few weeks that we bhall perhaps find 
some satisfactory settlement, and all dan- 
ger of a I'upturo of relations between the 
two nations be entirely removed.

WILLIAM H. E ^ L I S H 
DEAD. 


llauQOOk*» Kenning Mate in tho Fresldttn* 
tial Campatgu of I8»0. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. A—William H. En- 
glish, who in 1880 wiis tho Democratic can- 
didate for vice president on the ticket with 
General Hancock, died at his rooms in tho 
Hotel English yesterday noon, aged 73. 
The end came gradually and peacefully. 


William H. English was born In Scott 
county, IIUIM bis father being a pioneer of 
tho Hoosler state. Ho was educated in tho 
common schools and studied law at Han- 
over college. Ho was practicing in tho 
United States supremo coxirt before ho 
' Wiis 23 years old. After holding several 
^ minor public ollicos ho was, in 1852, olected 
' to congress. He sorved niue yeju^s, and in 
1801 resigned his seat to engage in tho 
banking business. 


Mr. English dropped entirely from pub- 
lic gaze after his defeat as running mato 
with General Hancook. 
Since then ho de- 
voted all his leisure to writing a history 
of Indiana, which is about completed. He 
travelled around occasionally, gathering 
dociunents for his history, and ho is said 
to have spent $50,000 for the purchase of 
papers to aid hlin in his work. His fortune 
is estimated at $5,000^000. 


HASTINGS IS FOR QUAY. 


Pennsylvania*« Governor Favors the Sena- 
tor'« Prosidoutial Candidacy. 


HARRTSBURG, Feb. 13.—State Treasurer- 
elect Haywood returned to Harrisburg 
from Washington yesterday, and when 
asked concerning the interview in which 
he declares that Quay will receive tho 
support of the Republican state leaders for 
president, said: "Senator Quay's namo 
will bo presented to tho next national 
convention for president, and he will be 
nominated and elected surely.
